The many friends in the county 
were shocked to learn of the sud- 
den death of Richard Crane, at his 
home Westover on the James. Mr. 
Crane was accidentally killed by 
the discharge of his own shotgun 
while hunting sora in the marshes 
on his estate. 

The deceased was a native of 
Denver, and the son of Richard 
R. Crane, who served the United 
States as Minister to China. He 
was also a member of a special 
diplomatic mission to Russia. 

Richard Crane was graduated 
from Harvard and became vice- 
president of the Crane Company 
of Chicago. He likewise had other 
private business associations be- 
fore he went into public life as 
private secretary to Secretary of 
State Robert Lansing. Later he be- 
came the first Minister to Czech- 
oslovakia during the Wilson ad- 
ministration. 

After his return to this country 
he spent much of his time at 
Westover which he acquired 26 
years ago at the time of his mar- 
riage to Miss Ellen Douglas Bruce, 
of Halifax County, Virginia. 

Shortly after that time Mr. 
Crane purchases what is now 
known as Birdneck Point, in thn 
county, and has spent much tim a 
time here where he was known by 
many of the residents of the 
Beach. All expressed regret upon 
learning of his sudden death.

Walter Lippman, writing 
in his column of recent date said In effect that all parties to the con- 
troversy were so frightened at the proximity of war, that they were 
bent upon one thing and one thing only, and that was to avoid a war 
at any cost. He points out that a fear amounting to a national panic 
took hold of the people of all of the principal nations. If this is true, 
and Mr. Lippman is usually to be trusted in such matters it ex- 
plains the unnatural agreement by which a friendly allied nation was 
literally thrown to the wolves in a last minute effort to preserve a 
flimsy peace. What the future of nations steeped in such fear can 
portend, it is difficult to comprehend.

TAXES ON VOTING 



Should citizens be taxed for 
voting or not- voting? Or for both? 
The questions are implicit in the 
little exchange between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Senator Car- 
ter Glass of Virginia over the sub- 
ject of poll taxes. 

Mr. Roosevelt attacks poll taxes 
as a relic of old property quali- 
fications for voting and implies 
they keep two-thirds of the white 
population of Virginia away from 
the polls. Mr. Glass answers that 
the trouble is most of these even 
who pay the poll tax do not 
trouble to cast. a ballot. He pro- 
poses, instead of abolishing the 
poll tax, to levy a tax on qualified 
voters who do not exercise their 
privilege. 

There are some points to be 
thought of in following either of 
the courses pr o posed Poll taxes to 
the eight southern States which 
have them operate to disfranchise 
not only most of the negro pop- 
ulation but also many thousands 
of poor whites. Is is an axiom of 
democracy that education must 
keep pace with the extension of 
suffrage. If the vote is to be ex- 
tended as far as Would be desir- 
able, the level of school oppor- 
tunities, of literacy and of civic 
uTiderstanding, should be raised 
correspondingly.

GENERAL PERSHING IS 78 



General John J. Pershing, now 
in Prance, was reported to be in 
good health again on his 78th 
birthday, September 13; a bit of 
news which was most pleasing to 
all his fellowcountrymen. It will 
be recalled that last winter he 
was so ill of pneumonia that he 
was given up by his physicians 
and a special funeral train was 
actually made up to carry his 
body from Arizona to Arlington. 

But the doughty old soldier 
made an amazingly rapid come- 
back and a few weeks later was 
able to attend his son's wedding in 
the East, shortly after which he 
embarked for a long vacation in 
France. 

The former commander of the 
American Expeditionary Force in 
the World War has had the most 
remarkable career of any United 
States Army officer of his genera- 
tion. He saw service to Indian 
campaigns, the Spanish-American 
War. the Philippine Insurrection, 
and commanded the expedition 
sent into Mexico to pursuit of 
Villa. 

While serving in the campaign 
against the Filipinos he so dis- 
tinguished himself as to be pro- 
moted directly from captain to 
brigadier-general. Upon our en- 
try into the World War he was 
placed ta command of the A. E. 
P., and In 1818 he was made Gen- 
eral of the Armies of the United 
States, a rank created for him by 
a special act of Congress. 

Since his reti rem ent from ac- 
military service for age In 
1834, he has served as chairman 
of the American battle monu- 
ments commission, spending much 
of Ids tune ta Europe on that

Perhaps the original oyster eat- 
er had been observing the prac- 
tice of gulls, of flying aloft with 
an oyster and then letting it fall 
onto a rock, breaking the shell, 
thus enabling these birds to gain 
access to the Juicy morsel inside. 
Dr. Herbert P. Prytherch, Director 
of the U. S. Fisheries Biological 
tells me that cement roads ex- 
tending down to the seashore 
have proved to be a boom to these 
waterbirds. No longer does the 
Laboratory at Beaufort, North 
Carolina, who his delved deeply 
into the private life of the oyster, 
bird have toihunt for a conveni- 
ent rock and accurately drop his 
oyster so as to score a hit. Nowa- 
days he simply poises "over one of 
these ribbons of man-made cem. 
ent and lets the luckless oyster 
fall thereon. 

Without attempting to decide 
the question as to who ate the 
first oyster, or how he succeeded 
in prying apart the two calcare- 
ous shells In order to gain access 
to the delicate flesh inside, we 
may state with confidence that no 
nation has been blessed with such 
an abundance of oysters as occur 
along the coasts of the United 
States. In fact oysters are our 
most widely distributed seafood 
occurlng In bays, coves, estuaries, 
and mouths of rivers from Cape 
Cod to Texas, and the coastal 
waters of-^he three Pacific States. 
Furthermore, recent . legislation 
has been enacted to foster the 
growing of oysters in the waters 
of Alaska.

A special pane or souvenir sheet 
of Christmas Seals, In a limited 
edition, has been issued by the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
and a few of them will be distri- 
buted this fall through the Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis Association. 
Stamp collectors, as well as others, 
according to Miss Leslie Combs 
Foster, executive secretary of the 
State Association, have manifest- 
ed interest in the pane, which Is 
BV 2 by 3 3-6 inches, and Is printed 
in the same colors as found on the 
regular sheets of 100 seals. 

Five subjects are represented on 
the pane, four being early leaders 
in the battle against tuberculosis 
and the fifth being the 1938 Chris- 
tmas Seal. The special souvenir 
pane will not supplant the regular 
sale of Seals. 

On the regular sheet of 100 
seals, whfch will be sold starting 
Thanksgiving Day, the four corner 
seals are drawings of these 
pioneers. The subjects are Dr. 
Rene Laennec, who in 1819 evolv- 
ed the principle of the stethos- 
cope; Dr. Robert Koch, who dis- 
covered the tubercle bacillus in 
188?; Dr. Edward L. Trudeau, 
who built the first permanent 
sanatorium In this country, and 
Elnar Holboll, Danish postal clerk, 
who, back In 1004, thought of the 
idea of Christmas Seals si a me- 
thod of raising funds for the 
benefit of the tuberculous.

This la much the best thing of 
its sort about the English and 
their island that has been done by 
an American for years. Margaret 
Halsey's fresh appreciation of the 
modulated loveliness of the Eng- 
lish village and countryside, her 
typical despair over food as the 
English cook it and clothes as 
they wear them, her enjoyment of 
the drowsy tempo of provincial 
life, and her rollicking disparage- 
ment of that strange combina- 
tion of graciousness and original 
sin which constitutes the English 
character make her book extra- 
ordinarily amusing and delight- 
ful.

Before selecting the new cover- 
ing, however, the roof framing 
should be examined to determine 
whether it has sufficient strength 
to carry trie additional weight.

NA.— Flat-grain shingles are sat- 
isfactory for temporary construc- 
tion where long service is not re- 
quired. However, they are more 
subject to warping and checking 
than edge-grain shingles. If y 
are installing a roof for perman 
ency the edge-grain shingles are 
much to be preferred. Also, for 
permanency, it is desirable to 
avoid the use of thin shingles. 5-2 
shingles are considered much 
better than 6-2 shingles. This 
means that when the combined 
thickness of the butts of 5 
shingles total 2 inches in thick- 
ness they are better than those 
that require 8 shingles to total 2 
inches.

Q. — I wish to lay new colored 
wood shingles on my home. Should 
they be colored after the roof is 
laid? 

A. — You can, of course, obtain 
shingles already stained practical- 
ly any color desired. However, if 
you wish to color them yourself, 
it is preferable that they be dipped 
in stain or paint a few days be- 
fore the shingles are laid. Take a 
barrel or other container contain- 
ing stain or paint and dip one or 
two dozen shingles at a time, butt 
end down, to a depth of 8 or 8 
Inches. Then stand them in a 
trough to catch the drippings. 
When thoroughly dry they may be 
nailed to the roof. A second coat 
may be applied with a brush, tak- 
ing care that all cracks and Joints

Magazine. With America's wild- 
life population on the downhill 
skids, he says, much must be done 
to conserve for coming generations 
resources Intended to be the heri- 
tage of ail. ' " *** * - 

"We may inflate currency, but 
it won't put back soils on our 
eroded farms nor bring back 
our forests," h% asserts. "We may 
accumulate ait the gold in the 
world In dilr Treasury, but it won't 
put Water back on our artificial 
deserts nor restore our food crops, 
fish, fowl, and gifts of Nature." 

Americans have poured down 
the rathole much of that which 
Nature gave them, writes observa- 
tionist Darling, for rivers once 
teeming with fish are sewers; mil- 
lions of acres of the richest soil 
have become ugly, eroding scars; 
and forests of priceless value have 
been hacked down and burned 
away. 

"We have lots of conservation- 
ists, but little conservation, and 
our resources continue to disap- 
pear," he observes. "Eleven million 
Americans pay an annual license

"It is time for us, the custodians

Word has been received by the 
Rev. J. B. Clower, Jr., chairman 
of the American Red Cross in 
Princess Anne County, that a sur- 
vey of the damage done by the re- 
cent hurricane and flood in New 
England will require twice the ex- 
penditure that was first anticipat- 
ed, in order tp take care of the 
15,000 families living in towns, 
cities and on farms who are look- 
ing to the Red Cross to help them 
rehabilitate themselves. 

The letter to Mr. Clower point- 
ed out that, "In addition, on 
Thursday morning a tornado hit 
Charleston, South Carolina, kill- 
ing 27 people and injuring ap- 
proximately 300. The homes of 800 
families were destroyed. Many of 
the men killed and injured were 
wage earners and their families 
are "destitute. 

"We have assigned quota.s to all 
Chapters in New York, New Eng- 
land and South Carolina, and have 
given quotas to a- selected group 
of cities outside of the disaster 
areas. The total of these quotas 
js not enough to meet the basic 
needs and we are depending upon 
Chapters not given quotas to send 
along contributions to us. 

"Will you please report to us 
promptly and do everything pos- 
sible, short of a campaign, to 
stimulate further contributions." 

Mr. Clower said in a letter re- 
ceived at the office of the News, 
that no quota had been assigned 
to the Princess Anne chapter, but 
that contributions were being re- 
ceived by Rufus Parks, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, Lynn- 
haven; Mrs. George Bratten, trea- 
surer, at Princess Anne Court- 
house, and at the office of the Vir- 
ginia Beach News. He expresses 
the hope that the people of the 
county would meet the needs of 
the occasion with generous contri 
buttons to the Red Cross.

Regardless of the merit of the question of whether the work week of 
automotive workers should be thirty-two hours or not, it is reassuring 
to learn that the executives of the big manufacturers have been meet- 
ing with the representatives of the UAW in the hope of reaching an 
agreement. Those of us who have little or no knowledge of the prob- 
lems involved in the big manufacturing centers should not reach any 
preconceived ideas on questions about which we uninformed. The 
very fact that Henry Ford saw fit to meet with Homer Martin on the 
issue is reassuring. It is our opinion that half of the battle is won 
when men will sit down and discuss matters of honest difference in a 
friendly atmosphere. Both General Motors and Chrysler representa- 
tives have likewise had talks with UAW spokesmen, and that too is re- 
assuring. It seems to us that we are getting somewhere when the 
leaders of opposing groups will get together and talk over the prob- 
lems of each party to the discussion, whereas refusal to do so can lead 
to no good end. In recent months we have had official government- 
al commission abroad studying the secret fo the success of both Eng- 
land and Sweden in the handling of labor problems, and no one ex- 
pects any mysterious report to eminate from their findings. When a 
complete study has been made of what was learned, it will be found 
that the crux of the situation is nothing more than a willingness on 
the part of both sides of their controversies to approach differences 
in a spirit of live and let live. It has been the absence of such a spirit 
in many of the issues of the past that has le dto prolonged and costly 
strikes. May be these preliminary meetings presage the dawn of a 
better day in the relation of employer and employee in major Indus- 
try. We can aU hope that such will be the result.

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As Others See It 
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Two new battleships are to be added to the Navy next year under 
the plans of the department as set out In the tentative budget, it was 
explained by naval officials. In addition the construction program 
cans calls for four new crusers,.eight destroyers and six or eight sub- 
marines. Two battleships are already under construction and bids 
for three others will be opened this month. We might very well ask 
what is this all about? However, those of us who have kept up with 
what is going on in the world today know that through no other 
means can we be assured of our place in the family of nations. Our 
navy has always been out first line of defense, and at no time in our 
history has there been a greater need for the protection afforded by it 
than in the immediate future. We have seen what comes of failure 
to provide adequate armament and no one who understands wUl be 
heard to raise a voice against the expenditure of such funds as will 
render our coast safe from attack. Nothing will suffice which is less 
than an adequate naval force to meet all eventualities. 



A PROFITABLE USE OF MIND 
AND HAND 



An interesting sidelight on the recent Munich accord is the accusa- 
tion of a group of Russian aviators, charging Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh with having given false information to the British Government 
relative to the strength of the Soviet airforce. The Colonel has main- 
tained absolute silence as to the truth of the charges. As is usual in 
matters of this kind, it can probably be assumed that Lindbergh was 
sought out and asked his opinions regarding the question. What he 
reported is of course not known and the mere fact that a prominent 
group of Russian fliers said that he had made a report of a deroga- 
tory nature in no wise means that he did. If he was speaking his 
private opinion, privately, then he was within his rights. But it is 
only natural that he would maintain silence on the subject if he has 
presumed to make an official report of any kind. Being an American 
citizen he was treading on dangerous ground if he did report to the 
British after traveling in Russia. In the nature of things it was in- 
tended to be secret if made, and the fact that in some way the story 
got back to Russia is probably very embarrassing to the British gov- 
ernment. Certainly the best attitude is to treat the matter with 
sUence. If untrue it does not justify denial. If true nothing can be 
said to make light of whaj; was a very serious matter.

The World Series is now a thing of the past and all that can be 
said concerning what was, in the main, a very disappointing perfor- 
mance, is that it did not disappoint the so called experts.

It is related of Henry Ward 
Beecher, the great Brooklyn 
preacher of the last century, that 
when a friend once asked how he 
managed to get through so much 
work in a day, he replied. 

"By never doing anything twice. 
I never anticipate my work and 
never worry about it. When the 
time comes to do a thing, I do it, 
and that's the end of it." 

The formula sounds simple 
enough, but how many of us can 
foUow it? An exchange contrasts 
the methods of fussy persons with 
the concentration and directness 
of a Beecher, in this fashion: 

"The fussy, hurried, worried 
man is the chap who tries to do 
everything at once. He dabbles in 
this and dabbles in that — finishing 
nothing. He picks up a letter to 
answer it and lays it down to pick 
up another letter and fuss with 
that. He puts the hard work at 
the bottom of the pile. He leaves 
a hard Job on his desk day after 
day until it absolutely has to be 
done and then he rushes it out in 
such a hurry that It seldom is done 
right. ' 

"The big things of life are never 
done by a fussy man. When one is 
worrying about half a dozen tasks 
that must be done in the future, 
he fails to do the present task as 
it should be done. One task at a 
time, finished and started on its 
way before tackling the next task, 
is a rule that makes for poise and 
power."

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LABOR'S WORST ENEMY 

Is opportunity being closed to 
the youth of America? That is 
the logical question that arises 
when the facts surrounding many 
recent labor controversies are in. 
vestlgated. 

In an astonishing number of oc- 
cupations, ranging all the way 
from semi-skilled to highly-skill- 
ed labor, union membership is ab- 
solutely essential to obtaining em- 
ployment hi a "free" county. The 
closed shop rules su pr e me. Futher- 
more, the "closed .union" has late- 
ly put hi its appearance. That is, 
the union that refuses to take 
more members, on the grounds 
that It now has an the members 
for whom work can be found. 
Thus, the young man looking for 
a Job to confronted by the fact 
that he cannot get a Job unless he 
Joins a union and that the union 
will not accept him, even though 
he can afford the initiation fee, 
which in some cases Is very high. 
$300 for example. 

To make matters worse, the 
"seniority" question has now been 
brought up, and was a major issue 
In the San Francisco department 
store strike. Workers demand 
unions that are closed to new 
members; that employers choose 
from the existing membership, 
and that the seniority system con- 
trol promotions. A young worker, 
therefore, can hardly get work, or 
if he does, and has exceptional 
ability, he is held back by an In- 
flexible' rule which makes age or 
tenure of service the main arbiter 
for advancement. 

That state of affairs is reaction, 
not progress. And, if carried far 
enough, the honest union and the 
ambitious working man will find 
that a so-called labor movement 
which closes opportunity to the 
young, and makes the employer 
impotent in selecting help, will be 
their own worst enemy.

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Proper Light Speeds Study, 
Reduces Eyestrain 

■ By Jean Prentice ' 




SCIENTIFIC tests conducted by 
eye authorities show tbat a 
student can read much more swiftly 
when lighting is Increased from a 
lower amount of light to a higher 
one. Strangely enough, the fast 
reader Is likely to remember much 
more than the slower reader. 

Not only does Improved lighting 
speed np reading but It also reduces 
eyestrain, one of the bugaboos of 
studying. Nervous tension of per- 
sons reading has been markedly re- 
duced by Increasing the Illumina- 
tion. 

The following five points should 
be watched wherever studying or 
other close eye work Is done: 

1. Don't read with the light from 
a window of from a bare bulb shin- 
ing In your eyes. Glare Is distract- 
ing, uncomfortable. The brain com- 
mands: "Look at the brightness; 
perhaps there's danger lurking." 
The text book ssys, "Look at me." 
A tug of war, that has actually been 
measured In the lighting research 
laboratory, is the result. 

I. Don't study In a shadow. Place 
your table lamp at the left, if yqfl 
are right-handed, so that the sha- 



dow of your band or pencil will fall 
away from your notebook. 

3. Don't study In dim light. One 
of the most difficult things for manv 
students to understand Is that al- 
though they can see fairly well In 
haphazard lighting, their eyes are 
doing double duty. The tension of 
their eye muscles Is being trans- 
mitted to the entire body. Eye- 
strain Is more than muscle strain. 
It is nerve-strain as well. 

4. Study In abundant, well-dif- 
fused lighting. Do not use a single 
lamp in an otherwise dark room. 
Have general lighting throughout 
the room and use a good study lamp 
of adequate height, such as one of 
the scientifically approved htudy 
lamps with inner diffusing bowl and 
100-watt bulb. 

6. Create In your borne or col. 
le?e room a well-lighted place to 
which you can go regularly for 
studying. Get into the habit of con. 
cenaatlng on lessons when you sit 
there." 

Proper care of the eyes dur'ag 
school seasons will pay handsome 
dividends in eye-comfort and gen- 
eral well-being throughout the 
years ahead.

SCHOOL FOR BARBARIANS 

By Erika Mann. 

Modern Age Books, Inc. 

Fifty cents. 159pp.

The daughter of Thomas Mann 
is, herself, known as the author 
and director of that political ca- 
baret, "Peppermill", which ran 
through more than a thousand 
performances in half a dozen 
countries; and, also, as a frequent 
lecturer here on contemporary 
Germany. Her new book, designed 
for a wide range of readers, offers 
a cursory discussion of official 



Nasi efforts to nationalise the 
minds and lives of younger Ger- 
mans. A German expatriate of li- 
beral outlook could be forgiven for 
employing the latitude that such a 
theme offers for a polemical at- 
tack upon the Nazi regime,, out 
Miss Mann has kept well within 
the bounds of legitimate criticism 
and has for the most part allowed 
the leaders of the Nazi youth to 
condemn themselves out of their 
own mouths. If her latest book is 
too uncertain in style and too 
slight in content to add greatly to 
the reputation which she has 
earned as a playwright, it will 
never-the-less serve to illuminate 
somewhat the quixotic character 
of present-day Germany since it- 
contrasts strikingly the influence 
of the family, the schools and the 
National Youth organizations. 

Although the Nazis promised be- 
fore their rise to power that they 
would rescue "the family" from 
the forces, reputedly Bolshevistic, 
which threatened to destroy it, 
since 1033, as we know, the home 
as a formative Influence has, like 
the church, been superceded by 
the Youth Movement. The extent 
to which this is so is pictured very 
graphically by Miss Mann who 
shows, also, how completely the 
morale of the family has been 
shattered. Little enough of home 
life remains when the time of 
children Is commandeered by the 
state and when the leisure of 
adults is similarly absorbed by 
party activities. But even the little 
that remains Is effectively chilled 
by fear and suspicion when the 
opportunities for self-aggrandize- 
ment in the ostensible service of 
the party make the conduct of no 
one Immune to misconstruction or 
maligning. 

Miss* Mann's chapter on the 
schools, which occupies more than 
a third of her book, while rather 
lively reading pictures what is 
surely the most uninspired peda- 
gogical system imaginable. There 
Is little enough that we can do 
about Germany's schools or other 
domestic arrangements except try 
to understand them. Yet it is ex- 
traordinarily difficult for anyone 
of conservative democratic inclina- 
tions to understand an education- 
al system which solemnly declares 
that, "Occidental mathematics . . . 
is Aryan spiritual property— an ex- 

Ipression of the Nordic fighting 
spirit"; and which, as Miss Mann 
shows, canters a great deal of 
youthful idealism upon the figure 
of the alleged procurer Horst 
Wessel, and uses the reputedly 
pornographic "Sturmer" as colla- 
teral reading. 

However, it is the Youth organ- 
izations which are the apex of 
Germany's system for nationaliz- 
ing her young people. Miss Mann's 
chapter on them amply justifies 
her characterization of the whole 
system as a "School for Barbar- 
ians". One is almost persuaded 
that the Nazis might revel in such 
a description of their efforts since 
the Youth leaders quoted by Miss

The principal cause of failure is 
lack of business knowledge. Many 
small enterprises are started when 
a cursory study of the market avail- 
able Would show that there was no 
possibility of sufficient sales being 
obtained regularly, to meet operat- 
ing expenses, let alone to pay inter- 
est on the money invested and to 
yield the owner a proit. Many busi- 
nesses that have the possibility of 
success fstl because their owners 
have Insufficient understanding of 
business principles sad methods. 

The direct aim of the business 
man Is to make a profit out of which 
to support himself and his depend- 
ents and to lay aside savings la as 
large an amount as possible to eon* 
stitute a competence for his old age. 
This desire to make money by en- 
gaging la business for one's self tt 
typically American and perfectly 
legitimate, but cannot be fulfilled 
today without study of all the im- 
portant aspects of business.

QUARANTINE 

"A few weeks ago a householder 
was prosecuted, found guilty and 
fined because he objected to a bit 
of printed pasteboard that had 
been placed there by a health of- 
ficer. The sign proclaimed that 
a quarantlnable disease had at- 
tacked one of the family. But, in 
addition, it Indicated that those 
patient should be restricted and 
comlnf in direct contact with the 
that all others except those in- 
terested professionally in the cas%, 
should stay out," states Dr. I. C. 
Rlggln, State Health Commission- 
er. 

"in this exceptional instance.. 
the head of the house assumed an 
entirely wrong attitude about that 
sign. Considering it to be evidence 
of a punishment placed upon him.

over which he had no control, 
antagonism led him to 
and his conflict with the law. 

"It goes almost without 
that the application of quarantine 
Is entirely Impersonal. The restric- 
tions associated with it 
for the protection of the 
ate family involved and for the 
public at large. While social con- 
tacts temporarily are curtailed, 
the moderate sacrifices on the pan 
of both those who would like to get 
out, as well as those who would 
like to get in the quarantined 
home, are Justified. 

"Under the most favorable con- 
ditions it is very hard to avoid 
epidemics. Hundreds of thousand* 
of people, living under many dif- 
ferent conditions, demand con- 
stant vigilance. In the face of an 
outbreak of a contagious disease, 
the application of the best known 
scientific deterrents to prevent Its 
spread is imperative. And among 
these deterrents is quarantine. 

"Quarantine, as applied today, 
affords the necessary protection to 
the public, and at the same .time 
interferes with the breadwinning 
activities as little as possible. The 
duration, of course, differs with 
the disease involved. Generally 
speaking, the period is determined 
by the length of time the patient 
remains infections plus the time 
that must elapse to determine 
whether others in the family have 
contracted the disease. 

"While quarantine is an incon- 
venience to those immediately con- 
cerned, ft rarely works a real 
hardship. In every case the embar- 
rassment Is offset by the protec- 
tion afforded to the neighbors and 
the community. 

"It follows that to delay send- 
ing for a physician or attempting 
to self-treat manifestations that 
may be contagious on the theory 
that quarantine Is inconvenient Is 
to take an inexcusably selfish and 
dangerous attitude toward both 
the patient and the public. 

"In the last analysis, quarantine 
while far from perfect is an effec- 
tive check against generalised 
contagion. Public cooperation and 
not personal resistance to its de- 
mands is essential If its purposes 
are to be satisfactorily fulfilled,"

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Princess Anne County is now in 
position "to go ahead with the 
first year's operation of the new 
public assistance program," Dr. 
William H. Stauffer, commission- 
er of public welfare, said today in 
a statement to Virginia Beach 
News in which he reported that all 
of the counties and cities in the 
state, with Jtwo exceptions, have 
had the budgets approved and 
been given the "go" signal. 

This means that out of the 124 
political sub-divisions of the state 
122 of these units had presented 
budgets for the year ending June 
1 30, 1939, which budgets have been 
approved by the Commissioner of 
Public Welfare and have also been 
approved by the local governing 
bodies, namely, the boards of su- 
pervisors of the counties and the 
councils of the cities. 

L. H. Hill, chairman of the 
board for Princess Anne countv. 
said today that the local board 
has made every effort to cooper-, 
ate with the state department and 
is "delighted to know that Dr. 
Stauffer has f ated they are ready 
for us to go ahead with our pro- 
gram." 

"We shall continue to cooperate 
with the state in every way pos- 
sible in putting across the public 
assistance program in* this coun- 



ty in the most e ffe c ti ve and effi- 
cient manner known. This is ex- 
pected of us by our people and we 
shall consider our Job a public 
trust and carry out this duty to 
the best of our ability," he con- 
cluded. 

Dr. Stauffer has expressed his 
gratification in the fine spirit 
which has been displayed generally 
In the relations between the local 
boards of public welfare, the local 
governing bodies, and the state 
department.

30, 1939 for the state of Virginia 
will exceed $2,000,000. In addition 
to this amount there was spent 
during the period of July 1, 1938 
through August 31, 1938 approxi- 
mately $300,000 for general relief. 

The benefits which will go to 
the aged are $1,543,000; for aid to 
dependent children. $229,000; and 
for general relief, $850,000. 

This assistance will cost the 
federal t ivemment. 8848.000, tfce 
Virginia state government, $1,- 
061.000 and the county and city 
governments, $713,000.

QUESTION: I operate a sum- 
mer camp where school girls spend 
their vacations. I employed ten or 
twelve helpers during the past 
season, but I was told that dom- 
estic service is exempt under the 
Social Security Act, and therefore 
I made no tax returns on my em- 
ployees' wages. Now I am Info; 
ed that it is only domestic servii 
in a private home that is exemp 
under the Social Security Act a 
that my employees are incl'yf*"' 
under the law. Please give me 
some information on the subject. 



ANSWER: Workers 
camps, and resort 
eluded under the 
ance provisions of the Social 
urity Act and each of yeur 
ployees must have a social 
ity account number. Employers 
such establishments — unless 
have already secured an 
fication number — should Me an 
"Employer's Application for Iden- 
tification Number." Forms for this 
purpose may be obtained at local 
post offices, internal revenue of. 
fices. and field of fires of thj Soc- 
ial Security Board. They should 
be returned to the local office of 
the Social Security Board. 

Employers should also bear in 
mind that, in reporting to the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue the 
taxable wages paid employe***:

Where 
part of the wages are paid as 
irom, or board, or buth, the ca$h 
va ue of such items must be added 
to the wages paid in cash, in re- 
porting wages.

Two Cent Penalty 

Regulations require the first 
buyer of the cotton to collect the 
penalty, If any, due on the cotton 
larketed, and each producer must 
it his marketing card to the 
buyer in order to identify the cot- 
ton offered for sale. If the cotton 
la not identified as required by the 
regulations, the cotton Is subject 
to a penalty of 2 cents for each 
pound of lint cotton marketed. 

Buyers of seed cotton are re- 
quired to keep a record of each 
purchase of seed cotton on forms 



Virginia farmers cooperating in 
the conservation phase of the 
1938 Triple— A program are re- 
minded by W. O. Finn, Director of 
the East Central Division, that 
they still have tone to earn full 
payment for achieving the soil- 
building goal for their farms. 
October 31 is the closing date for 
carrying out soil-building prac- 
tices under the 1938 program. 

Mr. Finn points out that pro- 
vision for improving non-crop 
open pasture land is included in 
the 1938 sou-building goal for the 
farm. This allowance can be earn- 
ed by applying lime, superphos- 
phate, or potash to pasture land 
prior to October 31, 1938. 

Credit toward earning the soil- 
building allowance also will be 
given for new seedings of specified 
grasses and legumes, including 
bluegrass, clovers, lespedeza, and 
winter legumes, in adapted areas. 

In addition to applying lime, 
superphosphate, and potash on 
established pastures, the soil- 
building payment may be earned 
by the application of these mater- 
ials in connection with fall seed- 
ings. 

Farmers may obtain further in- 
formation concerning soil-build- 
ing practices from' their local 
county office.

T By THA For Painting 

The Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, in a bulletin that deals 
with suggestions for the planning 
of small houses, makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations for 
painting: 

Exterior trim should be back- 
painted before erection. 

Exterior of house proper should 
be given three coats of oil paint 
or, when especially prepared, two- 
coat paint, following the manufac- 
turer's instructions in either case. 
Painted masonry should receive 
two coats, preferably of a cement- 
base paint. 

Interior woodwork should have

If concrete nad masonry work

It is interesting to know that the Labor Department has a 
case pending against Harry Bridges, leader of many CIO maritime 
strikes, and that the same disposal may be made of that gentleman if 
the outcome of the other matter ends in deportation.

Addressing his remarks to the Eucharistic Congress meeting at 
New Orleans, President Roosevelt said, "I doubt if there is any prob- 
lem today, social, political or economic, that would not find happy 
solution if approached in the spiriFof the Sermon on the Mount." Few 
indeed will be those who are bold enough to contend otherwise, and 
we are sure that the other nations of the globe would be better off if 
they had a leader who would counsel different groups within their 
borders in like manner. What a contrast there is between this mes- 
sage of greeting to the thousands of churchmen meeting in our South- 
ern cif,y, and the attitude taken toward their fellow churchmen in 
Vienna, by the leader of Nazi Germany. On the one hand we see an 
extension of the hand of true fellowshpi, on the other we see what 
appears to be a desire to crush the Catholic Church in that country. 
Many things which Hitler has done have at least seemed smart, if they 
could claim no other merit, but in this he appears pure dumb to say 
the least.

Wells that former President Benes 
of Czechoslovakia be awarded the 
Nobel peace prise. In one para- 
graph the noted English author 
presents an unanswerable argu- 
ment to sustain his suggestion. He 
says: 

"Amid the tumult of rejoicing 
into which our recent war panic 
has resolved, I think every intel- 
ligent man and woman will turn 
with gratitude to Doctor Benes, to 
whose moderation and wisdom our 
respect is so manifestly due." 

Others have suggested that the 
"Nobel prize be awarded to Prime 
Minsiter Chamberlain for his work 
at Munich. It Is worth keeping in 
mind, however, that this sugges- 
tion was advanced during that al- 
most hysterically emotional period 
immediately following Mr. Cham- 
berlain's "solution" of the Sud- 
eten crisis, or at a time when he 
was more enthusiastically greeted 
as the man who averted war than 
he is today. 

It is that changed attitude of 
the peoples of the world that 
seems important here, a change 
that has occurred In the brief 
time of a few days. Less than two 
weeks ago a feeling of relief swept 
over the woTM when the confident 
announcement was made that war 
had been averted. Today, with 
minds clearer than they were, 
most of us are not so certain about 
It. 

In contrast with attitude toward 
England's prime minister, is the 
growing admiration for Czechos- 
lovakia's former president. It was 
Mr. Benes who maintained perfect 
calm when Hitler was ranting his 
personal abuse that touched a new

Books To Own 



CAIBEE CUISE 

A Book of the West Indies. 

By John W. Vandercook. 

Reynol and Hitchcock. 349pp. $350

"Carlbee Cruise" is a healthy 
escape from Europe's unending se- 
quence of crises. The West Indies 
and the contiguous mainland have 
had their own crises, of course, for 
their history is an exciting one. 
Yet no where else do so many 
rival powers" and "clashing In- 
terests", so many nationalities and 
cultural minorities live in close 
proximity with as much complac- 
ency as is in the Caribbean. 

Commencing with that strange 
figure Christobal Colon, who 
'made" the West Indies, Mr. 
Vandercook weaves much that is 
essentially exciting to Caribbean 
history into a delightful narrative 
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gin. State Health Commissioner. 

"Pyorrhea is a chronic disease 
involving the gums, the Jawbone 
and the membrane surrounding 
the roots of the teeth. Children 
infrequently suffer from it. The 
middle-aged and older are the 
real victims. 

"Inflammation and slight swell- 
ing on the gum margin which 
causes the gums to bleed easily 
when brushed mark the beginning 
of the trouble. However, by no 
means are all gums pyorrhetic 
that bleed readily when the tooth 
viush is applied. As the condition 
progresses the bone forming the 
jaw and the. membrane encasing 
the teeth become involved and 
are partially destroyed. This loos- 
ens the teeth. It is rare that pain 
is associated with this process. 

"In the beginning, pyorrhea 
readily can be discovered by the 
dentist. On the other hand, if the 
disease has advanced to a chronic 
state; treatment presents reai dif- 
ficulties and calls for the utmost 
cooperation on the patient's part 
Moreover, pus pockets form and 
the germs constituting them arc 
likely to be absorbed into the sys- 
tem through the blood stream. 
The seriousness of such a situa- 
tion to general health is obvious. 
Removal of the teeth . when this 
condition exists often Is indicated. 

"As uncleanliness is a contribut- 
ing cause of pyorrhea, cleanliness 
is a preventive.

Gates, Perqui- 
mans, Chowan, from the Rocky 
Mount service area to the Nor- 
folk, Virginia, service area, has 
been effected. At the same time, 
the County of James City was 
transferred from the Norfolk ser- 
vice area to that of Richmond, 
Virginia. 

Horace K. Dickson, Manager of 
the Norfolk Field Office, is now 
in charge of admlhfatel'Wg otrf- 
age insurance provisions in 14 
counties, including Currituck, 
Camden, Pasquotank, Dates, Per- 
quimans. Chowan, in North Caro- 
lina; Elizabeth City, Isle of Wight, 
Nansemond, Norfolk, Princess 
Anne, Southampton, Warwick, 
ork, in Virginia.

Tuberculosis Christmas Seals,

The reason for this, Miss Poster 
said jfesterday, is that, in 1908, 
the Red Cross undertook the sale 
of Christmas Seals, a 1910. the 
Red Cross, the National Tuber- 
culosis Association and its affili- 
ated organizations entered part- 
nership for the direction of the 
Christmas Seal Sale. This ar- 
rangement continued until 1920, 
'When the Red Cross decided to 
devote its entire energies to its 
annual roll call, its method of 
raising funds to render aid in time 
of great disaster and national em- 
ergencies. 

Since 1920, Miss Foster pointed 
out, the National Tuberculosis As- 
sociation has been the sole prop- 
rietor of the Christmas Seal, and 
each year it authorizes the Vir- 
ginia TUberculosis Association and 
other similar organisations to con- 
duct the seal sale.

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In three years since Congress 
passed the Farm Credit Act of 
1935 to facilitate the purchase of 
farms by farmers, farm tenants 
and farm laborers, 900 Virginians 
have obtained loans through the 
Farm Credit Administration to fi- 
nance the purchase of properties 
in their own names. This state- 
ment was made today by Charles 
S. Jackson, president of the Bal- 
timore Federal Land Bank. 

To make possible these pur- 
chases, the Federal Land Bank of 
Baltimore and the Land Bank 
Commissioner have made long- 
term loans and purchase money 
mortgages in Virginia during the 
past three years amounting to 
more than $2,200,000. 

"Making farm purchase loans 
to help arrest the trend toward 
farm teffancy in Virginia and 
other states has been one of the 
outstanding accomplishments of 
the Federal land banks during 
the past few years," President 
Jackson stated. He explained that 
the land banks make only first 
mortgage loans, but said that the 
Act of 1935 authorized second as 
well as first mortgage Commis- 
sioner loans for farm purchasing. 

Jackson said most of the 900 
new owners in Virginia bought 
farms in their own communities, 
either from retired farmers, the 
Federal land bank or from other 
owners. All the naw SKamt uii-e 
suitable down payments on the 
properties, he explained. The loans 
are not made to cover the full 
purchase price. 

In the United States as a whole 
the Farm Credit Administration 
in three years has financed the 
purchase of more/ than 55,000 
farms through land bank and 
Commissioner loans amounting to 
over $140,00^000. 

"The number of Virginia farm 
families currently climbing to 
ownership is fully twice as large 
as in 1933," Jackson pointed out. 
"In Virginia the number of vol- 
untary farm sales, which usually 
indicates the rate at which the 
younger generation of farmers is 
taking over, is now at the highest 
level in more than a decade. Vol-

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Survey Shows Tax 
Burden Heavy For 
Virginia Farmers 

Consumers Tax Commission 
Report Shows Only Five 
States Pay Greater Percent 
of Farm Income 



The tax burden of the average 
Virginia farmer has reached a 
point at which it equals 32 per- 
cent of his farm's cash income, ac- 
cording to results of a survey by 
the National Consumers Tax Com- 
mission. 

The average income of each of 
Virginia's 197,632 farmers is $12.- 
56 weekly, from which his burden 
of taxes — direct and hidden- 
drains $3.96, the report states. 

Results of the survey were made 
public by Mrs. L. J. Giles, Clifton 
Forge, Virginia's representative on 
the commission's national com- 
mittee. 

"In only 5 states of the 48 do 
farmers pay out a higher percent 
age of their farm income in taxes,' 
Mrs. Giles said. "Taxes in the 
United Stmtes as a whole have in 
creased until they now equal 23.6 
percent of the entire national in- 
come. The greater percentage of 
these are hidden taxes, concealed 
in the purchase price of practical- 
ly every commodity. They penalize 
the fanner as well as the urban 
consumer, and rob both of a full 
return on each dollar spent." 

Units of the National Consum- 
ers Tax Commission, whose head- 
quarters are in Chicago, are 
springing up in community after 
community throughout the coun- 
try, Mrs. Giles said. The commis-

Q. Several days ago I noticed in 
the paper that a man, past the 
age of 65, had applied for bene- 
fits under Title II of the Social 
Security Act, and was told that 
he was not entitled to benefits be- 
cause of the fact that his 65th 
birthday occurred before the Soc- 
ial Security Act went into effect. 
How is that? I thought the act 
was especially designed for the 
care of people over 65. -^. 

A. Old-age insurance benefits 
are provided for working people 
who have held jobs in some indus- 
trial or commercial occupation 
since the old-age insurance pro- 
vision of the act went into effect. 
That was January 1, 1937/ Some 
of them worked for a time in such' 
Jobs during 1937-38, then reached 
*he rare of 65 and have already 
received a lump-sum payment of 
old-age' insurance benefits. Work 
era whe reached age 65 before the 
first of January 1937 are not in- 
clude! under this section of the 
law. They smiply do not partici- 
pate in that particular provision. 
However, there is another pro- 
vision under the Social Security 
Act for needy men and women, 
65 years old or more. This measure 
as called "OW-Age Assistance." 
Thattpart of the Socail Security 
Act ehlch pertains to oM-age in- 

ance was called "Title n," 
whae, the measure which deals 



with assistance to the needy aged 
was designated as "Title I," by 
members of Congress who wrote 
the Social Security Act. To illus- 
trate the difference in the two 
old-age provisions; Here is one 
man who paid so much every 
month Into a retirement fund so 
that he might have an income of 
his own during his old age. Now 
he receives a monthly annuity 
from an insurance company. An- 
other man, who was unable to lay 
aside anything for himself, is now 
supported by relatives, during his 
old age. 

If the gentleman to whom you 
refer wishes to apply for old-age 
assistance, he should go to his 
local welfare department and 
make application. It does not 
matter when he became 65. 

Q. I am 66 years old. I have a 
job in a store where the owner of 
the business and two clerks do all 
the work. Do I have to have a 
social security account number? 

A. No. Employment after the 
age of 65 is not covered by old- 
age insurance provisions of the 
Social Security Act. Therefore, no 
wage record will be kept for you 



by the Bureau of Old-Age Insur- 
ance. Neither does your State un- 
employment insurance agency 
maintain a wage record for you, 



QUESTION: I am a newspaper 
man and do special writine jobs 
newspapers. This week I obtained 
r social security account card. Up 
until now I have never had a soc- 
ial security account number. Each 
paper I have worked for, however, 
has taken out one pcrceur, cf my 
i.ay for old-age insurance tax. How 
cir. I get credit for wages receiv. 
rd prior to the time I secured a 
r umber? 

ANSWER: Send a list of all the 
papers for whom you have worked 
since 1936 to the Social Security 
Board, Candler Building. Balti- 
more, Maryland, giving the a- 
| mount of wages received from each 
1 paper, and the period worked. I Jst 
the Social Security number you 
now have, explaining that it Is the 
only number you have ever had. 
By referring to the reports sent ifi 
previously by your employers, the 
Records Division of the Social 
Security Board will assemble your 
wages under one account. ThU 
wage record will then bear the 
number recently assigned you. 

QUESTION: I am a woman 
nearly 65 years old. I have a soc- 
ial security card, and I have been 
working in the linen room of a 
hotel for the past two years. I 
have been told that when I reach 
the -age of 65 I can claim about 
$50 from my old-age Insurance 
benefits, and that this money will 
be paid to me by the Government 
all in one check. I am alone in 
the world, I do not believe that I 
will be able to work very much 
longer. Please tell me if the Soc- 
ial Security Act provides any 
money at all for an older worker 
who has received this one payment 
of old-age insurance and has used 
it all for living expenses and then 
finds herself without any means 
of support. 

ANSWER: In the case of a 
worker who is no longer able to 
provide for herself and has no one 
who is responsible for her support, 
she can always apply for monthly 
payments of old-age assistance 
provided by the State and the 
Federal Government under the

About 95 B.C. one 
HBerjgius Orata undertook the cul- 
tivation of oysters, transplanting 

(em tt> beds at Baiae, the At- 
lantic City of ancient Rome. These 
early experiments succeeded so 
well as to. make their originator 
very rich. Thus the pages of an- 
cient history are dotted here and 
there with reference to the cul- 
tivation of oysters to satisfy the 
demand which the natural beds 
were wholly inadequate to meet. 
The terms used to describe oysters 
best illustrate the esteem in which 
they were held. To the Greeks 
oysters were "the perfect prelude 
to a meal" and to the Romans 
"the dainty manna of the sea." 

On our Atlantic Coast the first 
settlers found quantities of oy- 
ster* as far north as the coast of 
Maine", to a short time the^eem-

WITH the coming of the shorter 
days of fall and winter, many 
farmers experience a sharp decline in 
the egg production of their flocks. For 
many others, however, there is little 
if any decrease in the number of eggs 
they obtain. Why? Barring disease, 
the difference is solely due to the fact 
that the latter group has wired its 
poultry houses for electric lights! 

It long has been known that hens 
require thirteen to fifteen hours of 
light per day to consume sufficient 
food to lay regularly. However, when 
days are short, there is only enough 
natural light to permit them to eat 
but little more than is necessary to 
maintain body weight In conse- 
quence, egg production drops precipi- 
tately just when prices are highest and 
the poultryman not only urgently 
needs a quick "cash crop'' but also 
usually has a chance to make a real 
profit on his poultry operations for 
the year. 

By installing electric lights in the 
poultry house to artificially increase 
the working day and thereby give the 
hens a normal amount of time to eat

iety will be able in 1938 to pro- 
vide care for almost five hundred 
children now in the care of the 
Society and for the acceptance of 
approximately one hundred new 
children during 1938. During the 
first half of the current year 
forty-one new children were ac- 
cepted for care, thirty-three of 
whom were babies born in 1937 

and 1938. A total of 503 children I conducted in the smaller cities 

and counties of the state. During 
1937, 83 per cent of the new cases 
accepted for care came from the 
smaller cities, counties and rural 
sections. 

The eighty-tig** thousand dol- 
lar budget for 1938 will, according 
to the officials of the Society, pro- 
vide only for the minimum operat- 
ing expenses. If more than the 
one hundred new children provid- 
ed" for in the budget are to be 
taken, the Society must raise 
funds in excess of the minimum 
operating budget. It is the hope 
of the officials of the Society that 
contributions will be liberal and 
that the minimum budget will be 
exceeded in order that more chil- 
dren may be given care.

When Frank Lloyd Wright, spoke out to criticism of colonial 
architecture at Williamsburg, and said to effect that the restoration of 
the pre-revolutionary town "showed how narrow, how shallow life was 
to Colonial days", he voiced the Idea of a professional man who has 
become obsessed with the weigh tiness of his own opinion. We are 
forced to the conclusion that Mr. Wright was doing some high pres- 
sure salesmanship to behalf of his own stock to trade. When time 
has passed over the modern creations of the Wright school of architec- 
ture we wonder if there will be a generation of people who will pay 
homage to him and his cohorts by restoring their works to their former 
state. It seems to us that the critic has lost sight of the fact thai 
what was done then was done to a new country e mer gin g from a wild- 
erness at least 90 days removed from the center of culture. No one 
will deny that marvelous strides have been made to the last 160 years 
to every line of endeavor, but we do not subscribe to the Idea that that 
fact means that people of the former generation lived narrow, shallow 
lives. Rather the shallowness seems to come of not seeing, that of 
such as they had they built well, and left to us of a later day a monu- 
ment to the old town of Williamsburg.

Milkmen heroes honoreH with 
Pasteur Medals, presented by the 
Milk Industry Foundation, for deeds 
of valor on early morning rounds 
were acclaimed at the national milk 
conventions in Cleveland. 

W. A. Turner, Richmond, Va.. re- 
ceived the gold Pasteur medal for 
swimming flood waters with milk 
cans tied on his back to swp^ly a 
boys' camp. Frederick Fentor., Long 
Island, received the silver Pasteur 
medal for rescuing guests in a hotel 
fire. Bronze medals were awarded 
to fourteen other milkmen. 

"If milk could be produced on the 
farm at less cost and sold more

An upward spurt in savings is 
noted in latest reports of the 21 
Federal savings and loan associa- 
tions in Virginia received today by 
the Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board, 

During the last 12 months sav- 
ings' invested in these thrift and 
home-financing institutions in- 
creased from $6,649,870 to $8,697,- 
720 or $2,047,850. Such savings are 
fully protected up to $5,000 for 
each investor toy the Federal Sav 
ings and Loan Insurance Corpora- 
tion, a $115,000,000 Federal Gov- 
ernment instrumentality. 

In the same period, from Sept- 
ember 30, 1937, to October 1, 1938, 
•loans made by these associations 
for construction, purchase, recon- 
ditioning and refinancing of Vir- 
ginia homes rose $2,492,060, from 
$11,229,670 to $13,721,730. 

These associations made 147 
loans in September. Federal asso- 
ciations in Virginia are located in 
the following cities: Alexandria. 
Alta Vista, Arlington, Bedford, 
Bristol. Clifton Forge, Covington. 
Hopewell, Lynchburg, Manassas.
